STEAL $53,000 
OF BANK’S BONDS 


ms agin Gang’ * Sought 
by Agents. 


Secret service agents, aided by de- 
tectives, were scouring the city last 
night for traces of two Chicago youths 
who engineered a $53,000 bond theft, 
made their escape, and left a confeder- 
ate to “hold the bag.” 

Federal authorities working on the 
case, which bears all the ear marks of 
a carefully laid plot, believe their cap- 
ture will bare the trail to a band of 
“bond Fagins,” similar to that of 
Jules Arnstein, which ‘has been oper- 
ating in the middle west for the last 
year. | 

Some weeks ago, according to the 
police, the two youths, known on Chi- 
cago’s west side only as “Slim” and 
“Mickey,” left Chicago for Cleveland. 
There “Slim” secured a position in a 
Cleveland bank as a messenger. 
“ Mickey,” 19 years old, turned “ news- 

“Slim” rapidly cultivated an inti-' 
mate acquaintance with the bank’s 
other messenger, a Cleveland youth 
who had been in the employ of the in- 
stitution for three years. 

Sent te Bank with Bonds. 

A few days ago “Slim” and the 
Cleveland youth were sent to the post- 
office with a package containing $53.- 
000 in bonds addressed to a Toledo) 
concern. They extracted the bonds | 
from the package, police say, resealed 
it, and mailed it. 

“Slim” took the bonds and gave 
them to “ Mickey,” who took ‘the first 
train to Chicago. It is said he dis- 
posed of the bonds here to the clique 
believed to be dealing in stolen bonds, 
and returned to Cleveland. 

‘On his arrival there he teld his 
“pals"’ that he had received $12,000 
from the sale of the securities, and 
had one bond left. Five thousand dol- 
lars of this sum, together with the re- 
maining bond, was turned over to the 
Cleveland youth. <A few days later 
“ Mickey ” and “Slim” went to their 
Cleveland accomplice, police say, and 
told him that one member of the gang 
in Chicago had been arrested and that. 
it was necessary to put up $10,000 as 
cash bail security. 

Parts with Tlis Share. 

The Cleveland youth was asked to 
surrender his $5,000 to help the cause. 
He did. “Mickey” and “Slim” dis- 
appeared. 

When the bonds were discovered to 
be missing the Cleveland youth was 
immediately arrested. He confessed, 
naming the other two. 

Yesterday Postoffice Inspector Cyrus 
W. Zimmerman, Detective John T. 
Shibley, operatives from a private 
agency, and the Cleveland youth came 
to Chicago to look for'“ Mickey” and 
“Slim” and also to trace the missing 
bonds. : 

Unless the two are found, police say 
they will formally book the Cleveland 
youth on a charge 6f robbery on his 
return to Cleveland. 

Neither the Chicago nor the Cleve- 
land operatives engaged in the case 
would reveal the names of the thieves, 
declaring that arrests were imminent.

Before going across the line I was 
told by Lithuanian guards that the Rus- 
sians were an army of beggars, but I 
did not expect to find Budenny’s leg- 
endary knights who have blazed the 
way from the Crimea to Kief and from 
Kief to Grodno such a ragged, starved, 
disreputable looking crowd as they are. 

One of the cavalrymen wae dressed 
in mufti, while his companion was in 
a uniform. I saw round hats, bear- 
skin hats (the temperature is about 80 
Fahrenheit), derbies and slouch hate. 
sport clothes, fur coats, and those pe- 
culiar caps that the Polish Jews wear. 

All Wore Red Star. 

I saw one British uniform and 
seven Polish hats and uniforms on the 
first few Russians that I met. Surely 


it was a nondescript lot, but they had 


one thing in common—the red star 
insignia of the Red army, which each 
wore on his blouse or cap. 

The men were dirty and ragged, and 
the small Cossack horses were not 
groomed, but were caked with the mud 
of a thousand miles. I saw 300 horses 
and their riders, but not a one of them 
was dressed or fitted according to the 
standard of either side of the war in 
France. Only rifles and ammunition 
were in pienty, and one Cossack 
showed me a Japanese carbine and 
bullets, and even a knapsack, proud

The conviction of William Bross Lloyd and his 
nineteen co-defendants on charges of sedition is a 
logical result of the law of self-defense applied 
to government. Any effort to make of it a crown 
of thorns upon the brows of martyred apostles of 
free speech would be absurd. 

Our government and its laws, whether good or 
bad, are the product of popular demand and popu- 
lar effort. Among other things they provide for 
At the same 
time they provide against disorderly reorganiza- 
tion.

GET UP STEAM. 

The optimistic reception ,of the interstate com- 
merce commission's $1,500,000,000 r@ilroad rate in- 
erease by leading railroad officials indicates that 
these executives are pleased and hopeful. The ad- 
vance of 1 to 3% points in railroad securities at 
the opening of the stock exchange indicates that 
the investing public is pleased and hopeful. The 
noninvesting public, therefore, also is hopeful. 
Whether or not it will be pleased seems to lie with 
the executives. 

_For the first time since the organization of the 
interstate commerce commission it has acted in the 
interests of the railroads as well as of the public 
Rate increases have been granted which mean an 
annual additional outlay of a billion and a half 
dollars by the public. The public will pay the 
bill, and therefore has a right to speak its mind on 
the subject. If we guess aright it wills some- 
what as follows: 

“ You railroad executives have been wailing about 
lack of equipment, general depreciation, labor 
troubles, and insufficient income. You have said 
you could not get money for current expenses, 
equipment, or needed extension. Now, the govern- 
ment has practically settled your labor troubles by 
granting $600,000,000 a year increase to your em- 
ployés. It has granted approximately $900,000,000 
besides that for your operating, replacement, ex- 
tension, and profits accounts. It cleared the 
way and provided the means for you to improve 
your service. Make haste and improve it. We pay 
the bills and will pay them willingly if you improve | 
service to an extent which will eliminate the waste 
and annoyance which we have suffered by insuffi- 
cient service, It’s up to you. Make good or sac- 
‘rifice your claims to future consideration.”

THE FOLLY OF A DIVIDED FLEET. 
{Scientific American. ] 

Whatever political expediency there may have been 
in dividing our fleet between the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific from the standpoint of military efficiency, na- 
tional defense, and economy, it was one of the most 
faulty moves ever made in the administration of the 
United States navy, 

A strong statement—but having behind it the navy’s 
greatest strategica] authority, for in 1912 Admiral 
Mahan said: ‘“ To divide the battle fleet would be the 
most entirely suicidal act that could be contemplated.” 

The results of dividing the fleet are bad at best and 
positively disastrous at the worst. In the first place, 
a divided fleet practically doubles the requirements for 
flagships, supply vessels, tugs, targets, flag officers 
and staffs, shore bases—in fact, for everything which 
in business would be known as overiead expense. By 
combining the two fleets and reducing the ships and 
staffs now duplicated we should save several hundred 
officers,geveral thousand men, reduce government ex- 
penditures by several million dollars, and greatly in- 
crease the efficiency of the navy. 

Again, divided fleets develop doctrines and ideas in- 
dependently of each other, according to the admiral 
in command. When the fleets come together for com- | ‘ 
bined exercises they do not readily amalgamate, for 
their training has differed. You could not throw the 
Princeton and Yale football teams together overnight 
and expeet them to play an efficient championship 
game with Harvard the next day. Team work in a 
great fleet can be obtained only as a result of long 
practice. Neither half of a divided fleet is as big as 
the combined fleet would be in war. Therefore, during 
peace the commander in chief is not obtaining the 
training he should have in handling and maneuvering | 
the Jarge number of vessels that won'd he wnder him 
in war time. An occasional assembling of the two 
fleets under one command would never provide the 
requisite training. It should be continuous throughout 
the command of the commander in chief. 

The teaching of history, the warning of our greatest 
naval strategist, and the present crying need for econ- 
omy unite in demanding that our fleet, no matter 
where it may be based, shall be reunited into one 
powerful unit.

Twenty-seven persons—professors, 
bankers, men of business—-gathered 
in the University club last night to 
discuss the formation of a magazine, 
to be published by the Geographic so- 
-Clety of Chicago. Its aim, as an- 
nounced by Prof. J. Paul Goode of the 
University of Chicago, would be not 
only to boost this city and the middle 
west, but to make Chicago the foreign 
trade center of the world. 

Prof. Godde believes that the possi- 
bilities of this region are almost lim: 
itleses. He thinks that before Chicago 


is anothgr century old it will attain a, 
population of 19,000,000 inhabitants. 


He is cunvinced that a magazine of 
geographic research, which would tell 
accurately and concisely of the various 
countries in which there is a market 


for commodities of this district, would 
_ stimulate foreign trade to such an ex- 


tent that the world would almost 
radiate about Chicago. 


“At present Americans don’t know 
whether’ they want foreign trade or 
not,” said F. EB. St. Austell, head of 
the foreign trade division of the Con- 
tinental and National» 
bank. 

“ The reason ‘tor this is because eee’ 
are handicapped by lack of knowl-. 
edge of the foréign trade market. 
The geld of this magazine would be to 
educate them by giving them authentic 
information about the countries with 
which they might carry on commerce. 
Then nothing can stop America from. 
becoming the greatest foreign trade, 
country in the world, with Chicago the | 
logical center of that commerce.”

“The merchant has got to be well 
informed before he can ever hope to 
accomplish anything In the way of for-
